JHiy All EnterprtomsFarmert Should Un- 
derdraln Their Lands. 


This subject has been. much, dis- 


cussed, and drainage urged upon farm- 
em as' a necessary and profitable in- 
vestment. Many have engaged in it 
extensively, and found it so. But the 
principles by* which it operates, and 
the cause for its use, are what I wish 
to speak about in this paper. The 
land in its primeval state was covered 
with heavy timber, leaves and grass; 
penetrated from the surface to a great 
depth by roots that served to hold the 
sturdy trees upright. In the early 
days when, our fathers began to open 
up their farms, they commenced by 
taking down a part of the timber, 
and girdling the standing timber, ex- 
cept that good for sawing. Then they 
plowed and cultivated their crops as 
best they could; having to contend 
with ireesi stumps and roots, and in 
the course of two or three years, the 
brush began to fall from the decaying 
trees, and these must now be cut down 
and burned early in the- spring ornate 
in the fall, so as not to interfere with a 
growing crop. This mode of farming 
l4sted for years until th'e stumps and 
roots disappeared. The farmer con- 
tinued to clear, improve and widen his 
acres; his stock of all kinds followed 
closely the taking off of a crop, and as 
long as a mouthful of herbage could be 
found;, it was all the same with the 
farmer. In dry, muddy or frozen 
weather his stock was trampling and 
puddling his farming lands. While 
the stumps and roots were yet in the 
earth, they acted as conductors o1 
water into the, earth, and did npi 
hin'der him from getting his crop in 
' due season. 


Bnt as the years went by he contin- 


ued his'method of trampling year after 
year; with, 
continued 
cultivation. 


When once the soil is clear, of stamps 
and root* the soil and subsoil, if clay, 
adhere'together so that it has become 
impervious to water and acts as a 
cemented cistern of vessel for holding 
water. While this is the cy.se, the 
water only disappearing by evapora- 
tion, the land is left hard and lifeless. 
The farmer is delayed in his operations 
and no amount of persistent work will 
fit it for the seed. Disappointment 
comes; the number of bushels is less- 
ened, and the crop is of inferior 
quality 
This is the state into which 


nearly all, if not all, the farms our 
fathers wore out, and themselves, too, 
in clearing and working under many 
hardships, have fallen. Science has 


1 found and pnt in practice a method by 
which these worn out lands may be 
made to produce again hbeially. All 
surface water and excess of water in 
the soil may be got rid of by a system 
of tiling! proper sizes being used, put 
at proper depths and good judgment 
used throughout. All stock must bo 
kept off when the ground is wet, and it 
must not be worked in a heavy state. 
Practice rotation; be a friend to clover, 
increase the manure heap, keep a good 
Stock, use economy, and your lands 
will produce an abundance and to 
spare.—Cor. Ohio Farmer.

There is hard- 
ly a magazine read by them which it 
would not be a moral benefit to have 
swept off the face of the earth. It 
would be well for philanthropists to 
bear this fact in mind.

Such a 
iterature ought not to be beyond our 
each. GMs can hardly be much 
jlamed for reading the hideous non- 
ense they dp, when so little that is in- 
eresting and stirring in plot, and 
iright and suggestive in character, is 
a "be had.—Nineteenth Century.

'THE HEW $75,000 COURT HOUSE. 


How It Looks on Paper—An Im- 


posing Stone Structure the 


County will Build. 


In these columns last evening appeared 


a statement to the effect that the special 
committee on the proposed new court 
house—A. T.HJU.B. H. Woodcock, O. 
M. Imboden, J. W. Brown, J. G. Happer 
and E. B. Moffett, appointed by the 
board of supervisors—had received the 
plans of the new court house, a building 
this county ought to have had many 
years ago. The plans were drawn by E. 
E. Myers & Sons, Detroit, Mich., archi- 
tects who have built many court houses 
throughout the country. / Accompanying 
the plans is a picture of the handsome 
structure which is 80x97.6 in extreme di- 
mensions', three stories high, with slate 
roof, observatory or belfry, wide en- 
trances, and broad stone walks around 
the two sides of the building. The de- 
sign shows rounded corners, numerous 
windows, and the ventilation appears to 
be perfect, judging from the width of 
the marble corridors and openings. 


The imposing building will occupy the 


vacant lot west of the county jail, at the 
corner of Wood and South Water streets, 
and will stand in front of the $10,000 
office building recently erected. 


It is not likely that the people will 


have an opportunity to vote on the ques- 
tion of putting up the new temple of 
justice. ' The question could not be sub- 
mitted before the fall of 1888, and if the 
county board is agreeable the vote is not 
necessary. The $75,000 can be raised by 
increasing the tax somewhat to add to 
the $20,000 now in hand, and by this 
time next year $50,000 can be set apart 
for the improvement. The balance can 
be raised by taxation by the time the 
building is finished. 


DESCRIPTIVE. 


Below is given n brief description of 


the interior of the proposed structure: 


THE FIRST FLOOR. 


In the northwest corner is the treasur- 


er's office 16x39, with private office 12x14, 
book vault 8x10, money vault 5x10; pub- 
lic space back of counter 14x35.6. 


Across the corridor east are two rooms, 


each 15x19, set apart for the sheriff's 
office, with closets 5x10.6. 
In the southwest corner is a large room 


36x31, designed for the use of the board 
of supervisors, but possibly this room 
will be given to Judge Nelson, and the 
supervisors will go to the second etory. 
At the left is a private room 19x21 and 
off the rear corridor are the public water 
closets and urinals in a space of 10.6x21. 


In the southeast corner are two rooms, 


one 14*20 and the other 15.9x20, tor the 
use of the county surveyor with vault 
9.6x9.6. All of the first floor rooms are 
divided by main corridors 10 feet wide. 
The corridor running south connects 
with the offices of the county and circuit 
clerks who will remain in the present 
building. 


THE SECOND FLOOR. 


The ascent from the first floor is by 


means of broad stairways from the front 
and rear of the main corridor below, and 
on reaching the second landing the visit- 
or steps into the main corridor 16x22, 
passing to the right into the county 
court room, a space in the northwest cor-

High Prices for Hay. 


The continuation of the dry weather 


and the consequent failing of pastures 
have had the effect to create the impres- 
sion that hay the coming fall and winter 
will be worth its weight in gold. We are 
informed that farmers are slow at selling 
and hay haulers are demanding as high 
as $14 a ton, and oat straw is selling on 
the streets at prices ranging from $5 to 
$7 a ton. There are those who are out of 
hay and are obliged to pay these prices, 
but they do so under' protest. In speak- 
ing of the matter the Bloomington Pan- 
tagraph states that a gentleman who has 
watched closely the fluctuations of the 
hay market in the past years, expresses 
the opinion that the scare about the 
scarcity of hay is unwarranted. He be- 
lieves the article will be no higher than 
it was last year. The idea has gone out 
that there is no hay and everybody ia 
holding it for big prices. The truth of 
the matter is there was a fair crop, and 
there is a great deal of hay in the coun- 
try. The drouth has cut the pastures 
shon, and farmers are marketing all their 
cattle that are fit for the market and the 
amount of hay fed will be snail an com- 
pared with past winters, aad when fall 
and winter sets in fanners will reckon 
that they can spare about so many tons 
and there will be so much thrown on the 
market that it will be a drug on the 
market and the price will go down.

below. Across the corridor at the north- 
east corner is a large jury room 20*24.9, 
to be fitted up with couches, etc., for the 
use of juries that may be required to re- 
main in the building over night. The 
water closet and bath room occupy a 
space 6.6x15.

At the southeast corner is the grand 


jury room 20x25.6, with water closets, and 
directly north of this room is a space for 
the use of attending witnesses and the 
court bailiffs in charge of grand jury and 
petit Juries.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—it is said that 


one of tho difficulties in the arrangement 
ol tho programme for the President's trip 
to St. Louis and other points in the West 
i.''ises from the desire of the President to 
avoid traveling at night as far OB possible. 
It is undui stood tbat Mrs. Cleveland dis- 
hkr's a nv lit on the car very much, so that 
t :u President wishes toarrange his extend* 
>j>l t: ip this autumn so as to inconvenience 
Mis. Cleveland in this respect as little as 
poisible, and it i-, thought he will try and 
arrange hi:, route to enable htm to stop 
over night as frequently as possible. This

as in mapping out his programme the 
President will endeavor to cut the trip up 
into short journeys of not more than ten to 
fifteen hourfa' duration.

Statistics ol the Oleomargarine Tax. 
WASHINBTOW, Aug. 8.—The Commission- 


er of Internal Revenue, it in understood, 
will devote a very considerable space in 
his annual report to the subject of oleo- 
inai'garina. It will give the names of all 
the manufacturers in the country, and the 
amount produced by each establishment. 
"When tho law went into effect in. Novem- 
lier last, and tho first payments" o£ the 
$500 manufacturers' tax were made, the 
commissioner found 37 concerns munufact- 
in ing artificial butter. Illinois had 11; 
Now York, B; Pennsylvania and Rbode

Colorado, two each; Indiana and Massa- 
chusetts, one each. In May, when the 
next payment had to be mado, the number 
bad been reduced to twenty-two.

From 
November to the close of tho fiscal year 
thu tax collections aggregated $723,046.05.

HOW COMETS ARE FOUND. 


Interesting Information Imparted by AJ* 
tronomer Barnard. 


Prof. E. E. Barnard, the astronomer 


of the Vanderbilt University, -was asked 
the other day how comets are found. 


"Besides a knowledge of astronomy 


and a telescope," was his reply, "the 
comet-seeker must have a large stock 
of patienc* and perseverance." 


"But will yon not tell me how you do 


itP" 


Then, pleasantly, as Mr. Barnard al- 


ways does things, he showed his instru- 
ments of observation, the while talking 
of his work in a most entertaining way. 
But before making an effort to repeat 
the substance of "how a comet is 
sought" the reporter would say a word 
about the "tools" with which the as- 
tronomer works. 


In the low, solidly-built, spherical- 


roofed observatory are three telescopes. 
Each of these is on foundations of stone, 
set upon the solid rock far down in tlie 
ground. One is immovable, except in a 
single direction. It is hung between 
two massive posts of stone and me'tal, 
so as to sweep a narrow strip of sky 
from north to south. This is used ioi 
watching the stars cross the meridian, 
and regulate the time. 
Another, and 


larger one, which is used for comet 
seeking, is hung upon a pivot, so as to 
turn in any and all possible directions, 
and that by the slightest possible move- 
ment. Attached to this are various in- 
genious devices for controling and reg- 
ulating its movements. The dome of 
Dhe low tower in which this instrument 
is placad is movable, and is turned in 
any direction by means of very simple 
and easily managed mechanism. 


One of the most intelligent and use- 


ful of the many instruments in the ob- 
servatory is the chronograph. 
This is 


an ingenious little machine, run by 
clockwork, and which, by means of 
electric connections, the observer can 
note the exact time, to the hundredth 
part of a second, that a s.tar crosses 
the meridian. The working of this 
can not well be described. In the same 
room are the different clocks by which 
the various times are kept for the regu- 
lations of the tower clock. While these 
instruments are being shown and their 
uses explained, the astronomer gave 
the information about comet-seeking, 
which the reporter gives below. The 
reader would be much more pleased 
with the story just as it was told by Mr. 
Bat-hard, if he could get it that way— 
which he can not. 


Comet seeking requires more pa- 


tience and perseverance than the aver- 
age reader would be aware of. No one. 
can tell whether a comet is anywhere 
visible in: the sky, so the patient 
searcher begins to examine the heavens 
in hopes that he may discover one of 
these wanderers as it steals in from the 
depths of space on its pilgrimage to the 
sun. 
There is a strong intuition that 


the region near the sun will more 
likelyv yield a comet, so that the 
comet 
searcher 
pays 
special at- 


tention 
mornings and 
evenings to 


that region. This is natural, because 
comets being non-luminous masses of 
gas, they are very faint, or only be- 
come visible when they have ap- 
proached comparatively near the sun. 


They should, therefore, be more 


likely to be found when so placed, yet 
this rule is not infallible inasmuch as 
in the past few years quite as many if 
not more comets have been found in 
that part of the sky opposite the sun 
or in fact distributed equally all over 
the heavens. But these are all faint 
and require close searching and dili- 
gence on the part of the comet-seeker. 


When it is known that any one part 


of the sky that can be examined at any 
moment by the searcher's telescope 
can readily be blotted out by the end 
of the little finger held at arm's length, 
and the vastness of the heavens that is 
spread out for him to examine, and 
the knowledge that the old saying, 
"hunting for a needle in a hay-stack," 
is infinitely too feeble in comparison 
with the chances of finding one of 
these faint wandering masses of fog is 
taken into account, one is prepared to 
realize the forlorn hope with which 
tlie comet-seeker begins his labors and 
easily explains why so many undertake 
it and give it up without having re- 
corded one comet. 
The more the 


comet-seeker prepares himself with the 
knowledge of the vast chances against 
his success the more certain he is to 
succeed.—N. Y. Graphic.
